The theory that plague was brought to Liverpool in rags which 
were carried in the barge Wesley the day before the first case sickened 
(see Public Health Reports December 4, 1908, p. 1773) is not now 
accepted by the medical authorities, who up to the present time are 
unable to account for the appearance of the disease.
